At the Factory 


Somewhat familiar now with organ 
construction in its infancy and as it de- 
veloped slowly, the visitor enters the 
modern organ factory better prepared to 
tackle a proposition which at best is by 
no means easy, Even though the visitors 
may be the masters of old who were pro- 
ficient beyond criticism, there is much 
that will baflle them the nroment the 
factory is gained. The huge stacks of 
lumber in the open speak for themselves. 
Wood is one of the elements that enters 
largely into organ building. But from 
the moment the boards are brought 
within four walls to be dry-kilned as the 
first immediate step toward further use 

from that moment the method of to- 
day and the method of old part com- 
pany. There may be certain modern 
phases in construction that are similar to 
those of the past, but improvement has 
taken possession of every department. 

A first glance inside an organ factory 
conveys a picture of seeming confusion. 
Here, there, everywhere are boards and 
pipes and curiously shaped contrivances. 
But this impression is only for the mo- 
ment. Closer inspection shows that each 
workman has his task, and that the first 
impression is due largely to the height 
of the workshop, allowing an uninter- 
rupted view of every floor above. There 
are organs now made with pipes tower- 
ing high as a four-story building, and 
as there must be room to permit the 
assembling, great height in the organ 
workshop is essential. 


Ar- lightness Important 


Air-tightness is so necessary in all the 
put-together-parts of the organ that the 
greatest possible care is exercised in that 
direction. The organ factory literally 
consumes glue by the barrels. And it is 
good glue at that. Talk with the men 
who have to do with the veneering de- 
partment and you will discover what it 
means if there should be the slightest 
chance for air to pass where it is not 
supposed to pass through. 

Then there is the metal for the pipes. 
'These range in diameter from the size 
of a lead pencil ‘to a diameter of one 
foot. As for the manner of shaping the 
pipes, the work is done over mandrils, 
or forms. The metal is of an exception- 
ally pliable-character, It has been an- 
nealed, so that it does the instant bid- 
ding of the worker engaged on this task. 
The largest pipes are made usually from 
zine ani ‘most others from a composition 
of block tin and lead.

graduate days, is a liberal education. But 
| for thousands of persons today, especially 
| residents of cities, there ‘is neither the leisure 

in youth nor the means and privileges that 
are implied in the browsing process. Cramped quarters of abode 
preclude slow but sure accumulation of such excellent collections of 
books as can be brought together now by a combination of intelli- 
gence and a small sum of money. Fluidity of movement of popula- 
tion and instability of residence make against forming private 
libraries on any such scale as formerly obtained even in well-to-do 
homes. 

It is to the regally housed, collectively owned and supported 
public library, correlated with all other educational institutions of a 
city, museums, schools, social settlements, churches, factories and 
voting-booths, that the modern urban child now turns for his or her 
books. So doing he or she needs counsel as to how to use the wealth 
that is put at his or her disposal. The latest report of the public 
library of Springfield, Mass., shows that during the past year thir- 
teen classes from the evening schools have been invited to the library, 
shown both its treasures and its ordinary facilities, and induced to 
register as users; and that pupils from the upper grades of the gram- 
mar schools have been sent to the library to be taught how to use it 
to the best advantage both as school pupils and later as adult seekers 
for knowledge and cultural implements. Here is a most admirable 
form of institutional efficiency, devised and perfected within a few 
years, by which the sum total of avidity for and appreciation of 
books by youth has been much increased. 

Apparatus now available for the seeker of knowledge in a com- 
munity or academic library, by which time and energy may be saved, 
has become so elaborate and complex tn itself that it makes neces- 
sary a course of instruction before it can be utilized fully. This 
training the up-to-date library now plans to give to any seeker. For- 
tunate is the library that has a member of its staff who is a book- 
lover as well as an encyclopedia of information or a deft manipulator 
of card catalogue jand periodical indices. For by such a worker 
youth can be taught much that no advice in the mere mechanics of 
information-searching can equal in value.

the main construction is drawing near in the Panama 
Panama Canal Zone. For some time past 
there have been no increases in the force; 
recently there have been many reductions. 
It is going to be a problem of no mean dimensions for Colonel 
Goethals. to disperse the army of workers under his command in 
such a manner as to prevent individual hardships, on the one hand, 
or a serious disturbance of economic conditions in any quarter, on 
the other. Hence he is proceeding with the disbandment of the 
force systematically and very quietly. 

From the official reports it appears that approximately 45,000 
names of workers on the isthmus appeared on the payrolls of the 
canal commission and Panama railway in June, 1911. About 5000 
of these were Americans. In the latter part of the, following 
month, or on July 26, 1911, there were actually at work 36,621 men, 
27,740 on the canal proper, the remainder on the Panama railway. 
Since then reports of dismissals from both branches of the force 
have been reaching this country. - Representative Page of North 
Carolina, in explaining the cut in appropriations referred to, and 
defending the appropriations committee for making it, stated the 
cther day upon apparent high authority that within the last six 
months many canal employees had been discharged, and that the 
force retained had developed “‘an efficiency beyond the expectations 
of even the most sanguine,” leaving it to be inferred that expendi- 
tures from this time on would be greatly reduced. 

In the meantime, the entire proceeds of the Panama bond sale 
of a year ago having been exhausted, the secretary of the treasury, 
although fully authorized to raise an additional $136,307,000 in a 
similar manner to meet the cost of construction, has decided to liqui- 
date all Panama canal bills from the general fund. The total esti- 
mated cost of the canal is $375,200,980. Up to the present time the 
disbursements have reached $274,908,000. It is not impossible that 
the chief engineer, who has greatly reduced the time of construction, 
has also greatly reduced the cost. It is beginning to look now as 
if the expenditures would fall considerably below the estimate, tor 
with completion of the heavy work of construction drawing closer 
daily, there is still a margin of a round $100,000,000 to the credit of 
the undertaking. Secretary MacVeagh, evidently, does not believe 
that any such amount will be needed to carry the work through.

IT 1S HARD to tell what the result will be, but when coal ts 
being delivered in costly motor trucks the ultimate consumer can 
hardly be blamed for doubting the early artival of a satisfactory 
high-cost-of-living solution. And yet, the motor trucks may be 
built to hold full measure.

Here is a matter 
that cannot be safely neglected if better citizenship, and consequently 
better politics, are to be reasonably expected.

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THE extent to which the appetite for regula- 
tion may go 1s illustrated in the renewal of 
agitation in behalf of the licensing of music 
teachers in Michigan. ‘The Michigan Music 
Teachers Association is behind this move- 
ment, and it 1s understood that the members 
are at present seeking legislation along the 
lines of a measure introduced in the Senate 
at Lansing last year. -This provided that 
it should be unlawtul for any person to 
engage in music teaching in Michigan unless he or she should first 
be registered and obtain proper certificate and credentials. The 
superintendent of public instruction was to be authorized to act as a 
special examining board, and all applicants were to present proofs 
to him from reliable sources that they had finished a certain definite 
course of study and were possessed of a certain specified degree of 
proficiency as artists. The bill was not to affect music teachers 
already established, except that they, also, would be compelled to 
register. 

All of this has a strangely familiar sound to those who have 
taken an interest in the various attempts to obtain other forms of 
class legislation. The registering and licensing of music teachers 
under conditions imposed by the Michigan Music Teachers Associa- 
tion—for this is what it would amount to—would meanthecreationof 
@ music teaching monopoly in the state named, or, in other words, the 
exclusion from an attractive and honorable and profitable profession 
of all those who, in the judgment of an examining board dominated 
by the association, were not eligible to the vocation under rules for- 
mulated by the association. No closer corporation 1s conceivable 
than one having behind it the protection and authority of a state 
bureau. 

Music is an art and it should be granted all the freedom of an 
art. Aside entirely from the monopolistic tendencies of such legisla- 
tion as that proposed, there is no more reason Why the person who 
privately teaches music should be examined, registered and licensed 
under state supervision than the person who privately teaches lan- 
guages, Or painting, or cooking. Ivery step in the direction aimed 
at should be contested by those who believe in the widest possible 
range of individual liberty and effort consistent with the rights of 
others. If people must take a legally prescribed course in music 
now, there 1s no telling how soon the time may come when they shall 
have to sing certain songs and whistle certain tunes, if they sing or 
whistle at all, in order that some song-writer’s or whistling tune 
composer's interests may be safeguarded and enlarged.

C. A., through their representative state and 
county officials, decide to federate in plan 
and action with specialists in home eco- 
nomics, with agents of the Russell Sage foundation and with the 
faculty of the state agricultural college, then a combination has been 
framed which when it announces a plan of campaign will be listened 
to respectfully. 

These are the institutional factors combined in this conference: 
and the conjunction signifies much for the commonwealth and all 
other states where similar federations exist. It was high time that 
some such strategic move were made. High cost of living in the 
last analysis is explained more by steady increase of urban consumers 
and decrease of rural prodyicers than in any other way, and until 
something like equilibrium is restored there will be no end to 
widespread discontent. “Back to the soil” is a ery that needs to be 
preached trom a thousand pulpits. So much for the economy 
side of it. 

Humanly considered, the cities also as of yore, clamor for youth 
with physical and moral fiber such as only can be gained by rtiral 
life and its tasks and compensations. Hence, for a variety of 
reasons, the rehabilitation of the rural community ts necessary for 
the state, for its own sake also and for the urban centers which it still 
must feed in a varied way. To make possible this restoration there 
must be such increase of attractiveness of the village on the recrea- 
tional, social and cultural sides as will reconcile youth to staying 
there. There also must be a form of schooling fitting lads for agri- 
culture, horticulture and other pursuits, and girls for domestic scien 
and other phases of home-keeping and income-making. To thi 
end church, school, library, recreation center and the home | 
distinct ideal all must contribute, each in its own peculiar way. 
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A LAW enabling the United States govern- 
ment to accept payments tor customs duties 
by check went into effect about a year ago. 
No provision, however, had been made for 
the collection of the checks so paid nor for 
the checking out of such balances. The 
tlouse has passed a bill authorizing the treas- 
ury to accept certified bank checks in pay- 
ment of all dues, and the provisions of this 
measure, it is thought, will give ample free- 
dom to the transaction of government busine$s along established com- 
mercial lines. As a matter of fact, the government has been doiny 
business in this way, more or less, for the last twenty-five years, 
except when some strict constructionist happened to be in control of 
the general treasury or at any of the subtreasuries. At such times 
the merchant exporter who sent his certified check to meet customs 
charges or other dues was likely to have it returned to him. 

All this grew out of the fiction that the government did business 
only with gold—not on a gold basis, but with the actual coin—and 
would accept nothing else but gold, or something representative of it. 
Nevertheless, except when strict construction was enforced, which 
was seldom, the government financial department has been doing 
business like any other financial institution. It has gone into the 
New York clearing house like any other great moneyed concern, and 
simply for the reason that it could not transact its business with 
anything like the same convenience and facility in any other way. 
sut in doing so it has not acted altogether within legal lines. The 
enactment of last year and that proposed by the present session of 
Congress will enable it to follow out with strict regard for the legal- 
ities, the course it has been pursuing since the gold standard became 
recognized and all forms of money have stood for practically the 
same thing. 

What the legalizing of methods enforced by general commercial 
conditions means 1s that, 1n reality, there 1s no difference between the 
government and the private institution in matters of business. Tradi- 
tional mystification 1s disappearing in the federal departments along 
with red tapeism, circumlocution and other relics of a time when 
the possession of “state secrets’’ made small cliqués and inconse- 
quential people seem very gréat indeed. The United States has 
received from the world at large considerable credit for breaking 
down the indirection and insincerity and double dealing that once 
passed for diplomacy, and substituting for it the methods recognized 
as upright, straightforward and honorable among meri of affairs. 
Possibly, it may receive fully as much credit for turning to plain, 
ordinary common sense in the transaction of its business. 


Simplifying 
Business for 


Uncle Sam 


THERE have been mutterings of late in the | 
United States army because of alleged . 
increased demands for manual labor from State 
privates. What would they or the sailors 
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of the American navy think of being called 
upon to render the service that France is 
being forced to exact from her enlisted men, 
as from time to time that republic comes face 
to face with hostile organizedslabor engaged 
in conflict with the agencies of transporta- 
tion? In the railway strikes a few years ago the ministry showed 
that it would use the army to operate the state railroads if necessary, 
and it is now using its naval force to keep in commission transatlantic 
craft carrying mails and otherwise allied with the state. La Prov- 
ence, with a crew of 280 men and junior officers—all from the 
French navy—has docked in New York harbor. 

The demand for state-participation in transportation often arises 
from quarters where such logical results of it as this incident are 
not contemplated. That the state must defend rights, live up to 
pledges, and take the point of view of an obligated legal entity never 
occurs to many persons who wish to abolish personal ownership, 
thinking that with its passing certain aspects of conflict in the labor 
world will cease. The fact is that with every extension of. the 
authority of the state over industry and transportation there follows 
¢. corresponding increase of treasonable possibilities of conduct on 
the part of citizens. A state railroad must be run and pledges to 
subsidized steamships carrying mails must be kept. If necessary 
the whele force of the state can be asserted to maintain communica- 
tion and traffic. That the French ministry is making this fact clear 
to the French democracy is apparent from latest reports. The moral 
effect of the affair will be much wider.
